Raise, Tax Hike 
Said not Related

Although he has proposed a nickel tax hike in 


the upcoming fiscal year's budget, City 
Manager Dick Ballenger said Tuesday the 
increase has nothing to do with his proposed $50 
monthly pay raise for city employes. 


Ballenger has tentatively proposed a $50 


across the board pay raise for the city em- 
ployes. His "preliminary, preliminary" budget 
proposals are now being studied by the City 
Commission. 


"The five-cent tax liike is strictly for the 


purpose of retiring the bonds," Ballenger said. 
"Whether or not anybody gets a raise in pay, 
that increase would have been made." 


The city manager explained that Corsicana 


voters approved a 25-cent tax increase to-be 
spread over three years during the last bond 
election. This year's current budget called for a 
10-cent hike, which was adopted. 


According to the schedule, he said, another 


10-cent increase would be levied for the up- 
coming year and the final five-cent hike would 
be the next year. 


Ballenger said, however, only a five-cent 


increase is needed this year to "retire" the 
bonds and that increase in no way affects his 
proposed pay hike. 


"I was very pleased we would not have to 


raise taxes for operational expenses," ac- 
cording to Ballenger. "There is a tax hike, but 
it's a tax hike approved by the voters to pay off 
the bonds." 


He concluded, "I don't want anyone to think 


we're seeking a tax hike to give city employes a 
$50 raise."

because of the recurrence of a knee ailment but 
appeared at the window of his Vatican apart- 
ment to bless the audience crowd in St. Peter's 
Square below. 


"You must excuse me, I am suffering more 


pain," the 76-year-old pontiff told the crowd. 


Vatican spokesman Federico Alessandrini 


said the Pope was suffering from arthrosis of 
his right knee, an ailment affecting the bones. 


Bird Gets Death Penalty 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (AP) — District Court 


Judge Darrell Hester sentenced Jerry Joe Bird 
today to be executed in the electric chair for the 
slaying of a Harlingen gun collector. 


At first, when Judge Hester read the jury's 


"yes" answers, meaning that the sentence 
would be death, there was silence in the half- 
filled courtroom. 


Bird would be "put to death," Hester read. 
"Oh no," cried Bird's mother, who had been 


weeping silently in the second row. 


"You will be put to death by electrocution," 


Hester continued. "Please take my life and let 
him live," the mother shouted. 


"There has been nothing showed here that 


I've ever harmed a human being," Bird said. 


He then turned to the table and looked at 


Cameron County Dist. Atty. Fred Galindo and 
Asst. Dist. Atty. John Gavito. 


"Here I see two far more cold-blooded men 


than I am," he said. 


Judge Rules on Tuskegee 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) - A federal 


judge has ruled that only those persons who 
were affected physically by disease as a result 
of the Tuskegee syphilis study may seek 
damages. 


U.S. District Court Judge Frank M. Johnson 


Jr. issued the ruling Tuesday in setting Dec. 16 
as the trial date for a multimillion dollar 
damage suit in connection with the 40-year-old 
federal experiment. 


Some 40 surviving participants of the now- 


terminated syphilis experiment are seeking $3 
million damages each from the federal 
government. 


They originally asked that the class action 


include the surviving participants as well as 
the families of all participants, living or dead. 
About 600 black men from Tuskegee in south- 
east Alabama were denied treatment for 
syphilis in the study which began in 1932. 


Dismantling Missiles? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Russians may 


have started dismantling some of their 210 old 
intercontinental ballistic missiles as a possible 
first step toward increasing their fleet of 
submarine-based missiles. 


Pentagon spokesman William Beecher 


declined Tuesday to discuss the status of Soviet 
SS7 and SS8 ICBMs, but other sources said 
there are signs the Russians may be taking 
them out of operation. 


Sonny, Cher Haggling 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sonny and Cher 


Bono are haggling over a property settlement 
involving their 22-room mansion in Holmby 
Hills, valued at $1.3 million. 


The haggling comes in advance of the 


couple's divorce proceedings, which are ex- 
pected to reach court in September. 


Cher, 27, contends she bought the house from 


Sonny for $450,000 — and she has a memo- 
randum of agreement bearing his signature to 
back it up. Sonny, 39, contends he got a court 
restraining order to keep her out. 


Cher said she took possession of the house 


during Sonny's absence Monday night. She said 
she was accompanied by David Geffen, her 
frequent escort in recent months, a security 
guard, a governess for her daughter, Chastity, 
and her secretary.

HOLLAND said, "It's a good 


idea to try and upgrade the 
appearance of the 
business 


area, and in many cases all it 
will take is to clean the store 
windows." 


He said his store is being 


remodeled inside, and the store 
will be painted during the next 
two months. Holland also said 
the city could help out by sen- 
ding out the street cleaners 
more often. "A lot of the time 
the streets are cleaned only 
once every two or three mon- 
ths." 


In regard to sandblasting the 


buildings in the downtown area, 
Holland said, "Most of the 
buildings don't have the type of 
front that you can sandblast. I 
just don't believe sandblasting 
is feasible for many of the

TEKELL SAID his store had 


remodeled

building and a few other stores 
followed 
suit 
but 
that 


"everything just sort of fizzled 
out after a while and not much 
was accomplished." He said his 
store is willing to participate, 
"but 
concentrated 
effort 
is 


needed by everyone to be able to 
get this thing off the ground." 


"I'll support this campaign," 


says Ray Martin, owner of 
Ray's Transfer and Storage Co., 
"only if it doesn't involve work' 
that too many owners cannot 


afford.." He said he favored 
most of Lightfoot's proposals 
concerning the clean-up, but 
that sandblasting and painting 
are expensive. "He may be a 
little overboard in some of his 
proposals, but I've recently 
painted my building, and I 
personally 
go 
along 
with 


cleanup plans." 


James Owen, manager of 


Owen Hardware, 
218 Com- 


merce, said he is very much 
interested in the beautification 
program. He said, "All the 
business owners cannot afford it 
and the entire business com- 
munity has to become involved 
or else it's useless to par- 
ticipate." 


Lightfoot told the Daily Sun it 


was possible for a large group of 
businessmen to contract with a 
company to do the painting and 
repair work that was needed 
"probably at a much lower cost 
than if each individual business 
did the work." He said he knew 
of a community in Iowa where 
the businessmen contracted for 
sandblasting at a cost of "only 
$200 per building." 


Lightfoot also said he did not 


expect the work "to be done 
overnight" but "we need to take 
this 
and 
begin 
work 
im- 


mediately." 
"It's been my 


experience that when a store

ha tentatively proposed a $50 
acrc.ss the board monthly pay 
hike for city employes in his 
"preliminary, 
preliminary" 


budget now being studied by the 
City Commission. 


Ballenger told the com- 


mission Monday he believes this 
pay hike can be effected with a 
nickel increase in local taxes 
during the upcoming fiscal 
year, instead of the scheduled 
10-cent hike. 


The 
city 
manager's 


preliminary budget proposals 
were released for publication 
during a special commission 
meeting Monday called for the 
purpose 
of 
police 
pay 


negotiations. A separate story 
about the commission's ten- 
tative pay proposals for police 
employes is carried below on 
this page. 


BALLENGER explained he 


prepared the "preliminary, 
preliminary" budget proposals 
to 
give 
the 
commission 


"something to go on" while 
contemplating next year's 
overall operational budget. 


He stressed his proposals are 


incomplete because he has 
estimated the city's total in- 
come for the 1974-75 fiscal year. 
He will not know the complete 
revenue picture, he said, until 
the city's tax equalization board 
concludes its hearings. 


The city manager noted the 


city will have a tax increase 
previously approved^by voters 
in the last bond election, but he 
proposes the scheduled hike be 
cut in half. The voters approved 
a hike of 10 cents for this year, 
he said, and he feels an increase 
of five cents will be sufficient. 


HIS PROPOSED nickel hike 


would raise taxes from the 
present 88 cents per $100 
valuation to 93 cents per $100. 


Only police pay 
proposals 


were specifically discussed 
during Monday's meeting, but 
Ballenger 
said his police 


proposals were made in ac- 
cordance with his proposed pay 
hike for all city employes. 


Police pay hikes are ten- 


tatively set at $40-$60 a month, 
depending on rank. The city is 
still actively involved in salary 
negotiations with police em- 
ployes. 


Ballenger's 
tentative 


proposals represent a balanced 
budget, he said, approximately 
$167,850 higher than this year's 
operating figures. 


HIS PROPOSED total 1974-75 


operating budget is $1,761,050 as 
compared 
to 
this 
year's 


$1,593,200. Ballenger said there 
are approximately 214 city 
employes who will be affected 
by the pay hike. 


He expects, according to his 


budget proposals, an increase in 
local sales tax revenue from 
this year's $375,000 to $450,000. 
The city's electric franchise is 
estimated to generate an ad- 
ditional $34,500 over this year's 
$70,000 figure. 


Approximately $575,000 in 


revenue is expected from ad 
valorem 
property tax on 


current tax rolls and ap- 
proximately 
$25,000 
from 


previous 
years'. 
Those 


respective figures are up from 
$572,000 and $18,000 estimated 
for this fiscal year. 


AREAS WHERE decreases 


are proposed in operating ex- 
penditures 
include 
ad- 


ministrative costs, 
secretary 


and finance accounts, and 
municipal services. Ballenger 
cited a reduction in the number 
of employes and 
a 
$24,000 


reduction in computer contract 
costs as reasons 
for the 


decrease. 


Administrative costs are 


budgeted to decrease from 
$31,000 to $29,000. Secretary and 
finance decreases from $107,000 
to $78,000 (including the com- 
puter reduction), and municipal 
services drops from $43,000 to 
$36,000. 


Police 
department 
ex- 


penditures 
increase 
from 


$307,000 to $370,000 and 
fire 


department's increase from 
$277,000 to $325,000. 


Proposed expenditures for 


municipal buildings will in- 
crease from $57,000 to $87,000 
due to the city's cost of moving 
into its new Government 
Center, according to Ballenger.

Ballenger 
stressed 
his 


proposals 
are 
"strictly 


preliminary, preliminary" and 
have not been acted on by the 
commission. The commission is 
scheduled to meet at 2 p.m. 
Thursday in City Hall to discuss 
the preliminary budget. 


Directory of Church Services 
Discontinued in Present Form 


The Daily Sun is discontinuing publication, in its present 


form, of the directory of church services. The directory had 
been running on the church page each Friday. 


The Sun will continue to publish a church page on Fridays, 


but the copy will consist of local church news of a non-routine 
nature as opposed to dire.ctory-type material. Press service 
features on national church items will be included when 
additional space is available. 


Publisher Art Keeney said the staff is working on a plan to 


bring the directory out in a more "usuable, informative 
format" later on. 


"The directory has gotten so big that it was actually 


pushing bonafide church news off the page," Bob Armistead, 
editor of The Sun, said. 


"We feel information of the directory type (times of ser- 


vice, and addresses, for instance) is available in several 
other places, including the bulletins published by many of the 
local congregations." 


Armistead said, "Removing the directory type listings 


does not mean we're not interested in church news. The 
opposite is actually the case. By doing away with the 
directory and the staff time required to prepare it, we hope 
we will have more time and space to devote to more church 
activities of a more significant, non-routine nature."

Lightfoot has contacted a local 
utility company about hosting a 
meeting for leaders of various 
organizations so that the city 
clean-up 
and beautification 


campaign "won't be in the 
planning stage for the next 18 
years." 


"If there was an award for 


time spent on planning, it would 
have to be given to the Chamber 
of Commerce," Lightfoot said. 
"99 per cent of the problem at 
the Chamber of Commerce is 
that they've been 'planning' for 
the last 35 years when they 
should have been trying to 
figure 
out 
implementation 


steps." 


Commissioner Lightfoot said 


he was referring to comments 
in a recent article in the Daily 
Sun from John Powell, chair- 
man 
of 
the 
Community 


Improvement Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Powell was quoted as saying 


that 
a 
campaign such 
as 


Lightfoot's should wait to begin 
in the fall. Powell said that 
since many Corsicanans are 
away during vacation season, 
he thinks the campaign should 
be delayed until students are 
back in school in the fall. 


THE COMMISSIONER also 


said that both Rex Carpenter, 
executive 
director 
of 
the 


Chamber, 
and 
Raymond 


Hampel, 
president 
of 
the 


Chamber, told him the garden 
clubs had previously not shown 
"much interest" in sponsoring a 
monthly contest for the most 
attractive and well-kept lawn in 
a residential area. 


"After talking to them, I felt 


there might not be enough in- 
terest," 
Lightfoot 
said. 


"However, 
not 
long 
after 


talking 
to 
Carpenter 
and 


Hampel, the Daily Sun came out

He said the meeting will 
be "a concentrated effort to 
involve all of Corsicana in the 
beautification program." 


THE MEETING will consist 


of laying out specific areas in 
which work can be began im- 
mediately 
and 
designating 


longer-term projects 
to in- 


terested 
groups."

Chamber 
of 
Commerce, 


churches, service clubs, garden, 
clubs, 
youth 
groups, 
the 


businessmen, and the general 
public will be "invited and 
encouraged to attend." 


The 
city 
commissioner 


pointed out that the meeting is 
"the sort of thing the Chamber 
of Commerce should be doing 
right now." It's asinine to sit 
and wait when work can be in 
progress right now." 


SOME OF THE work which 


can be in progress, according to 
Lightfoot, involves his proposal 
to improve the appearance of 
the business section of Cor- 
sicana. 
He 
recommends 


painting of buildings, removal 
of rusty or tattered awnings, 
and the painting or removal of 
old buildings. His proposal also 
suggests 
that 
sandblasting 


methods be used to renew the 
outside of buildings "especially 
on the sides open to view." 


Lightfoot said he didn't mean 


"to pick on anyone" when he 
mentioned 
specific eye- 


sores including a vacant, 
former restaurant at Beaton 
and West 7th Ave. and some of 
the buildings in the 300 block of 
N. Beaton between 3rd and 4th. 
"There are also vacant lots and 
buildings that need to be dealt 
with," he said.

Ladonia 500 Racers Show Blazing Speed Helped Out by Blazing Sun

The citizens of Ladonia, all 


757 of them, have not heard a 
word from Johnny Rutherford 
or A.J. Foyt of Indianspolis 500 
race fame. 


They certainly would add col- 


or to the annual Ladonia 500. 


It is not too surprising that 


the two Texas race drivers 
failed to file entry papers with 
all wheels spinning. 


After all, the pavement is un- 


comfortably hot and they would 
be racing a bunch of unknowns, 
thereby adding not at all to 
their status. 


But it does look like these 


two Texans could find them- 


selves a terrapin each and en- 
ter just to protect the image of 
the racing fraternity. 


The Ladonia 500 is 500 inches, 


not 500 miles. And instead of 
whirring wheels there is only 
the churning of very stumpy 
legs. 


In advance of this year's 


event on July 13, Robert Hayes, 
the Ladonia 500 racing commis- 
sioner, estimated there would 
be more than 2,000 racing fans 
at the event, only one affair in 
the Frontier Days Celebration 
and Rodeo. 


The terrapins are lined up be- 


hind a board in little cubby- 
holes and then the' starter 
shouts "go," the board is lifted 


and away they scamper. 


"When they sit there five to 


10 minutes in the hot sun in 
their boxes, they're ready to 
go," said Hayes. 


Hayes, who seems to know 


more about terrapins than the 
average man, says you don't 
have to shoo them along like a 
chicken and, anyway, says 
Hayes, no one knows how to 
shoo a terrapin. 


"That concrete 
pavement 


usually is good and hot and 
that keeps them from stop- 
ping," said Hayes. "If a terra- 
pin can't find shade, he'll keep 
moving until he does." 


This is not cruel. Terrapins 


often walk on hot pavement of 


their own free will. 


Not a great many people out- 


side North Texas where La- 
donia sits know Homer Whitt- 
kohl. 


Homer was -the winner last 


year with the remarkable time 
of 35 seconds. 


Alas, Homer did not return to 


defend his title. 


He was the entry of Mrs. 


Brenda Whittkohl, a young 
schoolmarm, who reports she 
bartered Homer away when he 
became attached to a friend in 
Dallas. 


The odds-on favorite this year 


in advance of' the race was 
Benjamin Franklin who took 
second place last season with a 


respectable 48 seconds. 


Ben is owned by 6-year-old 


Scott Franklin. Ben leaped to 
short odds when the secret 
leaked out that he had been 
practicing. 


There is even a National As- 


sociation of Terrapin Owners, 
otherwise known as NATO. It 
exists in two cities, Athens, 
Tex., and Ladonia. 


The world president of- NATO 


is Woodrow Walker of Athens. 
So far, he and Hayes haven't 
arranged a Superbowl for an 
Athens-Ladonia playoff. 


Walker apparently wrote the 


rule book. In keeping with con- 
stitutional law, the races must 
be sexually non-discriminatory. 


Also, the racers may not be 


decorated with paint and the 
like as that might distract the 
other beasts from the chore 
ahead. 


The rule book is very em- 


phatic that turtles cannot be 
entered. 


But a terrapin is a turtle, you 


say. Not in the Southwest. A 
terrapin is a dry-land turtle, we 
say around here, differing from 
wet turtles which live in ponds 
or the sea. 


A diligent search has turned 


up no one in the neighborhood 
who was personally acquainted 
with the first turtle. Reference 
books say he was on earth 175 
million years ago, give or take 


a month or two. 


The 
terrapin—still 
using 


Soethwestern terms—is one of 
the kinds of turtles which can 
completely close its shell as a 
protective measure. 


This 
causes 
considerable 


frustration among coyotes who 
would like a tasty meal of ter- 
rapin but can't get them open. 


Even domesticated dogs like 


to try their skills at opening a 
terrapin. 


The dogs just paw them and 


then stand back, jump up and 
down and bark, believing they 
can scare Mr. Terrapin out of 
his house. It never works. 


That shell he wears really is 


his skeleton. He has very few 


internal bones. 


No turtle has teeth, although 


some have horny gums which 
can cause a nasty cut. 


Did you know that some tur- 


tles can't swallow except when 
their heads are under water? 
This is terribly inconvenient 
during a Texas drought. 


No one knows how old turtles 


live because no human except 
Methuselah ever has lived long 
enough to find out. Methuselah 
did not leave any turtle data. 


Reference books do show that 


one lived for 152 years and 
might even be around today 
had he not been killed in an ac- 
cident.

Parrott, population about 200, 


is the smallest place it has vis- 
ited since it took to the rails 
more than three years ago as a 
project of the Michigan Council 
for the Arts. In its five days 
here, 6,994 toured the train. 


The visitors included an 80- 


year-old black woman who had 
never been on any train before, 
and had never seen a good oil 
painting. 


Train manager Robert Yares 


said people who would never 
think of going to an art gallery 


feel they are part of the Ar- 
train. 


But it is the school children 


without preconceived notions of 
"art" who find the experience 
most rewarding. They are at- 
tracted by a trompe 1'oeil 
painting so realistic they try to 
touch a wire coat hanger which 
is an element of it, or by a 
neon-lighted sculpture in which 
a central figure is an iron 
horse, symbolic of the train. 


"What is it?" they ask prac- 


ticing artists in the studio car. 
And a frequent question is 
"How much is it worth?" 


The train has made extensive 


tours of Michigan and last year 


it left Michigan for the first 
time to visit eight Rocky Moun- 
tain states. By the time it ends 
the current 7,000-mile tour, 
more than 700,000 persons in 15 
states will have visited Artrain. 


Housed in three once-aban- 


doned Pullman cars and one 
old baggage car donated by the 
railroads, the Artrain has been 
refurnished and fitted at a cost 
of $850,000. There is also a pow- 
er-generating car, on loan from 
the Michigan National Guard, 
and an ancient red caboose 
which serves as office and staff 
lounge for the seven persons in 
their 20s who travel with the 
train. 


Railroads provide free trans- 


portation, hauling the Artrain 
from stop to stop, at a cost esti- 
mated at $250,000 for the cur- 
rent tour. 


Part of the tab is picked up 


by the Southern Growth Pol- 
icies Board, a regional planning 
organization, which received a 
$125,000 grant from the Nation- 
al Endowment for the Arts. 
Each of the six states visited 
by the train put up at least 
$10,000 to help meet expenses. 


Artrain is the brain child of 


Mrs. 
William Milliken, wife of 


Michigan's governor, and E. 
Ray Scott, executive director of 
the Michigan Council for the 


Arts, a state agency. 


Michigan maintains a role in 


planning Artrain tours, hiring 
staff and assigning coordinators 
for the program, education and 
community involvement to do 
advance work. 


Each host community pre- 


pares a site, provides power 
hookups, houses the resident 
Artrain staff and publicizes the 
visit, beginning as much as six 
months in advance. 


Artrain's goal, says the Mich- 


igan Council, is to involve all 
segments of the community in 
creating a local climate for the 
arts. This may take the form of 
an arts and crafts festival, as 


at Parrott, with booths to dis- 
play and sell work of local art- 
ists. 


A typical stop lasts five days, 


opening on a Sunday. On week- 
ends and weekday evenings, 
Artrain is open to the public. 
Daytime hours during the week 
are reserved for school chil- 
dren. 


Admission is free, although 


donations are welcomed. 


About 1,500 persons may visit 


Artrain in one day. Audiovisual 
displays 
are 
electronically 


timed so that a group of 25 to 
30 persons may start through 
every eight minutes. A tour 
takes 45 minutes.

Plant Hearings 
Set by AEC 


DALLAS - The Atomic 


Energy Commission has set 
July 31-Aug. 1 for public en- 
vironmental hearings on the 
proposed 
Comanche 
Peak 


Steam Electric Station, located 
in Somervell County about 60 
miles southwest of the Dallas- 
Fort Worth area, J.F. Skelton, 
president of Texas Power & 
Light Co., announced. 


They will be held at the Glen 


Rose High School in Glen Rose. 


The 2,300,000 kilowatt nuclear 


plant will be owned jointly by 
Texas Power & Light Co., Texas 
Electric Service Co. and Dallas 
Power & Light Co. There will be 
two generating units. One is 
scheduled for operation in 1980 
and the second two years later. 


The hearings will be con- 


ducted by the Atomic Safety & 
Licensing Board, appointed by 
the AEC especially for the 
Comanche Peak location.

chairman of the board. Also 
included are lister Kornblith 
Jr. and Dr. William E. Martin. 


Application 
to 
build 


Comanche Peak along with the 
Preliminary Safety Analysis 
Report and the Environmental

Plans and proposals 
and 


information on the plant have 
been filed with numerous local, 
state and federal agencies. 


Construction of the plant is 


subject to the approval of the 
Atomic Energy 
Commission 


and other agencies. 


Several hundred construction 


workers will be needed to build 
the plant and 3,200-acre lake. 
The lake will be used for cooling 
water. It will be formed by 
constructing a dam on Squaw 
Creek. Additional water can be 
obtained through an existing 
agreement with the Brazos 
River Authority. 


During the seven year period 


of construction (for both units), 
the construction employment is 
expected to average some 800- 
1,000 workers with a peak of 
about 1400-1500 during a 16-18 
month period. 


Skelton, in announcing the 


plant last year, pointed to the oil 
and gas shortage as one reason 
for using nuclear energy to 
produce electric power. 


A nuclear plant 
produces 


electricity the same way as a 
conventional plant — the heat 
source is the difference. In 
fossil plants, gas, oil or coal are 
used to boil water which creates 
steam to spin the turbine which 
spins 
the 
generator 
and 


produces 
electricity. 
In 
a 


nuclear plant, nuclear fission 
provides the heat — the rest of 
the process is the same.

Chinese Movie 
Director Much 
Like American 


TAIPEI (AP) — "American 


film makers have much better 
equipment to use and more 
money to spend. The only way 
Chinese film makers can match 
them is by using brains and 
creativity." 


Lee Hsing has done just that, 


with the result that he is one of 
two or three Taiwanese film di- 
rectors whose names can draw 
audiences 
with 
the 
same 


strength that stars can. 


Hsing had the look of a film 


director when he arrived for a 
multicourse Chinese breakfast 
and an interview at a down- 
town Taipei restaurant. 


He has a commanding, self- 


assured presence, and his hand- 
some face was tanned, as if he 
had just returned from a loca- 
tion. In fact, he had just fin- 
ished filming "The Rhythm of 
the Sea" at a Taiwan resort the 
day before. 


Film directors are the same 


the world over, not only in 
manner and motivation, but in 
their mutual problem of art vs. 
commerce. 


"Most directors start with an 


artistic drive," remarked Hsing 
(prnounced Shing). "If they 
can combine that with a good 
response from the audience, 
then they can succeed 


Like the new breed of Ameri- 


can directors, Lee Hsing is col- 
lege 
educated. 
Born 
in 


Shanghai in 1930, he was at- 
tending a social education col- 
lege in Soochow when the Chi- 
nese revolution approached in 
1949. His father, a government 
official and later publisher of 
the Taipei 
Evening News, 


moved the family here, and 
Lee graduated from teacher's 
college, where he took part in 
dramatics. 


After teaching for a year and 


acting in the theater, he found 
work as assistant director in a 
film studio. He convinced his 
father to back his first venture 
as a director in 1961. 


"I was a stubborn young man 


and believed I was creating a 
real form of art," he admitted. 
"I went on the payroll of a stu- 
dio, and for four or five years I 
made rnovieg for art, not mon- 
ey. 


"Finally the producer said I 


would have to change or I 
would be fired. That was the 
turning point in my career." 


Hsing learned to adapt his 


films for more popular appeal, 
with the result that they are 
now "like a person of quality 
who wears flashy clothes." 


Hsing is part of a local film 


industry that is inordinately ac- 
tive considering the size of Tai- 
wan—population: 
15 million. 


The movies could not survive 
merely on the island's market 
alone; they also reach the large 
Chinese populations in Hong 
Kong, Singapore, Thailand, In- 
donesia, Viet Nam, Malaysia 
and the Philippines. 


"The films also play in Eng- 


land and Holland," reported 
Hsing, "and in the United 
States, mostly in the china- 
towns and on college campus- 
es."
